“Yes” replied Glenn Bennis. 
Hou g h earlier told the ju ry in his 
opening statement that he had met 
Johnson for the first time in 19 72. 
Simon L. Ijeis Jr., Hamilton Cou nty 
prosecu tor, said in his opening 
statement that Johnson had talked 
with Hou g h in the late winter or spring 
of 19 73 abou t disposing of the paint­ 
ing s. Once it was established that they 
cou ld be disposed of, Johnson beg an 
planning the theft. 
Hou g h, who condu cted his own 
defense, insists that the thiev es con­ 
tacted him as an intermediary .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Add no 
fault divorce to the growing list of 
liberal laws which have all 
but 
stripped Ohio of its legendary midwest 
conservative image. 
Effective today Ohio residents of six 
months or longer can simply go into a 
common pleas court and ask that their 
marriage be dissolved. 
This year’s legislature enacted the 
law, which is similar to one in 
existence for several years 
in 
California. 
It joins on the statute books such 
once-unheard-of Ohio activities as 
Sunday booze and horse racing, a state 
lottery, voting for 16-year-olds and le­ 
galized Sunday sales, among others of 
lesser impact. 
No fault divorce is among the first of 
many measures passed by the 110th 
General Assembly taking effect 90 
days after being signed last June by 
W elfare 
Allocations 
Announced 


The allocation of $150,139,813 in state 
and federal funds to assist county 
welfare departments and children 
services boards in administration and 
program funding was announced 
Saturday by State Welfare Director 
Charles W. Bates. 
Bates said the $150.1 
million 
allocation included the previously 
announced $49 million in state and 
federal funds to fund the Employment 
Opportunities in Social Services 
(EO SS) Program, hiring welfare 
recipients to work. 


The 
director 
said 
the 
EOSS 
allocation was made to each of Ohio’s 
88 counties for Fiscal Year 1975 to 
expand the state welfare department’s 
program of providing public social 
service jobs to assist people in need, 
such as the aged, blind, disabled and 
children. 


He said Pickaway 
County 
was 
allocated $105,248 to hire EOSS par­ 
ticipants to provide such services as 
day care, homemaker and chore to 
assist people in need. 
The 88 county welfare departments 
also were being allocated $27.9 million 
as the state and federal governments’ 
share of administration for the July- 
December period of Fiscal Year 1975 
for income maintenance programs. 


The director said Pickaway County 
received $72,261 for administration of 
such programs as Aid to Dependent 
Children, Medicaid, and General 
Relief. 
Bates said more than $12.9 million in 
state and federal funds to assist 
families on an emergency basis was 
being allocated for Fiscal Year 1975. 
The director said the County was 
allocated up to $19,164 to 
assist 
families in emergency situations, such 
as natural disasters. 
Slightly more than $13 million in 
state and federal funds had been 
allocated to county welfare depart­ 
ments and children services boards for 
social service administration and 
programs, such as homemaker ser­ 
vices and family planning, for the first 
six months of Fiscal Year 1975. 
The director said Pickaway County 
had been allocated $36,102 for this 
purpose. 
Bates said an additional $27.2 million 
in 
state and 
federal 
funds 
was 
available to local county agencies for 
social service programs on a matching 
basis, explaining that the county had to 
spend 30 cents to get 70 cents. 
The county was allocated $53,750 on 
this 70-30 matching basis for the July- 
December period of Fiscal Year 1975. 
Bates said $15.8 million in state and 
federal funds had been allocated for 
day care services so that mothers can 
continue to work or take advantage of 
job training programs for Fiscal Year 
1975. 
Pickaway County was allocated 
$7,519 for day care services. 
Federal funds for children services 
allocated $1.2 million for Fiscal Year 
1975, according to Bates. 
He said the county was allocated 
$16,675 for children services, such as 
foster care and adoption. 
Bates said $2.7 million in state funds 
was allocated for children services. He

Pickaway County could receive $7,681.

(Q.) 
My 
neighbors and 
I 
lost 
thousands of acres of com we planted 
this year due to a massive drought in 
our area. Does this qualify as a 
casualty loss and can we deduct it? 
(A.) Damages to crops, whether or 
not covered by insurance, do not 
produce deductible losses. Usually, 
losses of property 
used 
in your 
business resulting from events due to a 
natural force that takes place suddenly 
and unexpectedly are allowable 
deductions to the extent they are not 
reimbursed by insurance or other 
compensation. However, crop damage 
is a loss of anticipated income that is 
not deductible. You may deduct only 
the costs of raising the damage crops 
as a business expense. 
(Q.) I belong to a trade union which 
recently went on strike and now the 
union is paying me strike benefits. Will 
have to pay income tax on these 
payments? 
(A.) Yes. Strike and lockout benefits 
paid by a union from union dues are 
income to you, and therfore they are 
taxable. These payments may take the 
form of cash or the fair market value 
of property. If such benefits are 


clearly intended as a gift, then they are 
tax-exempt. 
(Q.) I’ve just quit my salaried job 
with a building contractor to open my 
own subcontracting business. As a 
result, I ’ll probably change my ac­ 
counting method and period. Do I have 
to notify the IRS that I ’m doing this? 
(A.) When you filed your first in­ 
come tax return, you chose your ac­ 
counting period — either calendar 
year or fiscal year. You must have the 
consent of the IRS now to change 
accounting periods. The same applies 
to accounting methods. Once you have 
chosen your method, you may not 
change it without permission from the 
IRS. For further information on this 
subject, consult IRS Publication 538, 
“ Tax Information on Accounting 
Periods and Methods.” It’s available 
free from many IRS offices. 
(Q.) I am a writer and I recently 
received a cash award from a foun­ 
dation for writing I have done in the 
field of early childhood learning.

ARNHEM, The Netherland s - It has 
been ju st 30 y ears since one of the most 
fierce and fru strating battles of World 
War II swirled arou nd the brid ge that 
crosses the lower Rhine at this old city . 
Wrinkled su rv iv ors of that d esp erate 
Allied effort to cru sh the German war 
machine and end the war in 1944 
gathered in Holland this p ast week. 
There was mu ch to talk abou t, p rin­ 
cip ally 
Corneliu s 
R y an’s 
ju st 
p u blished “ A Brid ge Too F ar” (Simon 
& Schu ster), the classic accou nt of a 
blood y snafu that nev er q u ite cau ght 
the imagination or the comp rehension 
of the world . 
It is a controv ersial book, this one 
that comp letes the great corresp on­ 
d ent’s trilogy of the war — the others, 
of cou rse, being “The longest Day ,” 
and “The l^ast Battle.” Bu t Market- 
Gard en, the conflict’s cod e-name, was 
controv ersial from the hou r it was 
conceiv ed by Field Marshal Sir Ber­ 
nard I^aw Montgomery . 
It rem ains so, three d ecad es later, 
The retired officers and men in at­ 
tend ance at this reu nion — British, 
American, Polish, and members of the 
Du tch 
u nd ergrou nd 
— were 
less 
ex u berant than most old warriors are 
at su ch get-togethers. There were 
tinges of remaining bitterness ju st 
u nd er the v eneer of their good man­ 
ners. 
Montgomery ’s p lan, d rawn u p on 
what for him was the sp u r of the 
moment 
(he 
was 
norm ally 
ex asp eratingly 
d eliberate), 
was 
d ramatically innov ativ e. He wou ld 
send three d iv isions of airborne troop s 
against 
fiv e German-held brid ges 
along a 6 4-mile corrid or in occu p ied 
Holland , seize them before the Ger­ 
mans cou ld d estroy them, throw in the 
grou nd forces, and charge into the 
Ru hr and on to Berlin. 
In sou nd ed a bit too mu ch to Lt. Gen. 
Fred erick 
Browning, d ep u ty com­ 
mand er, First Allied Airborne Army , 
when Monty ou tlined his remarkable 
p lan.

German lines.” 
The Amreicans generally achiev ed 
their goals, notably at the Nijmegen 
Brid ge. Bu t it was sheer hell for the 
British Red Dev ils at Arnhem. Of the 
10,000 who were d rop p ed near the 
“ Brid ge Too F ar” only 2,163 came ou t 
after nine d ay s of fighting. They had 
been “ sacrificed and slau ghtered ,’’ 
Ry an writes. 
They had been d rop p ed more or less 
into the mid d le of one of Hitler’s best 
Panzer d iv isions. Their command ers 
had ignored the warnings of the Du tch 
resistance forces. The British d id n’t 
tru st that heroic band becau se of the 
rep orted ex istence in it of certain 
d ou ble agents. Bu t the u nd ergrou nd 
had d ev elop ed a good commu nications 
sy stem arou nd Arnhem. It wou ld hav e 
been of enormou s help to the Red 
Dev ils who had floated d own from the 
clou d s. Instead , the British blew u p a 
v ital link 
of it, thou gh their own 
commu nications were ap p allingly bad . 
Hence, the carnage, which was shared 
by the Polish airborne brigad e when it, 
too, 
was d rop p ed into a 
nearby 
cau ld ron of German firep ower. 
In all, Montgomery ’s p lan fizzled 
and killed more 
men and civ ilians 
than the Allied D-Day inv asion of 
Normand y . His intransigence has been 
comp ared to Chu rchill’s mismanage­ 
ment to the British catastrop he at 
Gallip oli in World War I, and the 
d ebacle of Du nkirk in the early p hase 
of World War II. 
In the cou rse of his enormou s 


research, Ry an took his tap e record er 
to Eisenhower’s p lace at Getty sbu rg 
and asked him what he thou ght of 
Montgomery . 
(Ry an had ju st 
in­ 
terv iewed Montgomery .) 


“You d on’t hav e to tell me what he 
told y ou ,” Ike said with heat. “ He said 
I knew nothing abou t war — right?

Hit Ho g F armers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - High costs 
of feed and other items continu e to 
hav e an imp act on fu tu re p lans of hog 
farm ers, a new inv entory rep ort by the 
Agricu ltu re Dep artment shows. 
As of Sep t. 1, the d ep artment said 
Frid ay , the inv entory of hogs and p igs 
in 14 states which accou nt for most of 
the nation’s p ork totalled 5 0.2 million 
head . That was d own 4 p er cent from a 
y ear ago. 
The total inclu d ed a 3 p er cent 
cu tback in 10 Corn Belt states where 
the inv entory was p u t at 44.4 million 
head , the smallest nu mber on Sep t. 1 
since 1965 . 
looking ahead , the rep ort said 
farmers in the 14 states ind icate they 
will hav e 2.3 million sows farrowed in 
the Sep tem ber-N ov em ber q u arter, 
d own 10 p er cent from last fall. 
And they intend to hav e 2.0 million 
raise litters in the winter q u arter, 
d own 10 p er cent from last December- 
Febru ary . 
The 
rep ort 
su p p orted 
earlier 
estimates by USDA that farmers are 
continu ing to hold d own p rod u ction 
and that it may be late nex t y ear 
before su bstantial increases are seen. 
Drou ght this su mmer and a red u ced 
com crop is p art of the reason. Also, 
for abou t two y ears, there has been 
wid esp read u ncertainty among farm ­ 
ers as to what may hap p en nex t. 
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Prices for slau ghter hogs rose to 
record highs little more than a y ear 
ago, bu t those hav e since gy rated 
wid ely . Meantime, com p rices hav e 
climbed stead ily . 
By mid -Sep tember, when hogs were 
selling 
for arou nd $35 p er 
hu n­ 
d red weight, com was $3.5 0 p er bu shel 
in the Mid west. Ex p ressed as a ratio, 
that means 100 p ou nd s of liv eweight 
hog brou ght only enou gh on the market 
to bu y abou t 10 bu shels of com, abou t 
one-half the amou nt of a y ear ago. 
Dep artment economists think hog 
p rices may weaken in the final months 
of 1974 as more beef comp etes on the 
market, a factor that cou ld p ersist well 
into nex t y ear.

Dear Mrs. W.: 
There has been reference in the 
scientific literature that hy peractiv e 
children hav e been treated with co ffee 
instead o f the amphetamine drug s. 
It so unds parado x ical that am­ 
phetamines 
and 
caffeine, 
bo th 
stimulating drug s, sho uld be effectiv e 
in co ntro lling o v eractiv e children. Yet 
they do . 
It is interesting that a six -o unce cup 
o f co ffee co ntains abo ut 100 millig rams 
o f caffeine. A six -o unce cup o f tea 
made directly fro m the tea leaf co n­ 
tains almo st twice this amo unt o f 
caffeine. A six -o unce bo ttle o f co la 
drink co ntains abo ut 30 mg . o f caf­ 
feine. 
Befo re any o ne embarks o n the use o f 
co ffee, tea o r co la fo r treatment o f 
their o wn hy peractiv e children they 
sho uld first hav e the diag no sis co n­ 
firmed by their do cto r, who sho uld be

decisio n: 
(1 ) This decisio n was no t made 
hastily but rather with much co ncern. 
(2) In a recent article o n the fro nt 
pag e o f The Herald City Co uncil wo uld 
no t co nsider a reso lutio n to permit the 
Circlev ille Pumpkin Sho w Inc. to ho ld 
this annual ev ent until assured there 
was adequate insurance co v erag e fo r 
the pro tectio n o f all co ncerned. 
Due to the fact that insurance 
co v erag e fo r this ty pe o f ev ent is in­ 
creasing ly mo re difficult to o btain and 
statistics fro m these underwriters 
sho w that larg e animals present o ne o f 
the g reatest risks in insuring festiv al 
parades and that o ur annual Pumpkin 
Sho w canno t be held if adequate in­ 
surance co v erag e canno t be o btained, 
then this must be a prime co n­ 
sideratio n in this decisio n. 
(3) We fully ag ree that no ho rseman 
wo uld intentio nally take an un­ 
co ntro llable animal in a parade as 
stated by Mr. Starkey . Nev ertheless if 
we permit o ne ho rse o r po ny to par­ 
ticipate we kno w o f no co nceiv able 
manner that we mig ht be able to 
determine which animal may par­ 
ticipate and which animal may no t. So 
therefo re, it was felt that since safety 
o f all g uests to o ur sho w rests in the 
decisio n o f the Pumpkin Sho w Inc. it 
was necessary fo r this actio n to be 
taken. 
(4) As Mr. Starkey stated in his 
letter that he is aware that “ there are 
certain peo ple in ev ery cro wd who are 
either ig no rant, do n’t care o r do n’t 
kno w any better than to thro w ro cks, 
use bean sho o ters o r flip paper clips at 
the animals” we are also aware o f this 
pro blem and hav e no way to co ntro l 
these unthinking perso ns so we feel 
this is ano ther co ntributing facto r to 
the decisio n. 
(5 ) The questio n in the letter “ if o ne 
o f these children sho uld g et hurt, who 
wo uld be to blame?” 
Our leg al 
co unsel’s o pinio n is that all wo uld be a 
po ssible party in a lawsuit but what 
abo ut the injured o r dead child? Wo uld 
this actio n take away the hurt? 
(6 ) We are no t ag ainst ho rses, po nies 
o r the ho rsemen o r the y o ung ster who 
wo uld like to sho w o ff their ho rse o r 
pet po ny in the parade but the cro wds 
hav e beco me increasing ly larg er as 
the y ears g o by and the risks and o p­ 
po rtunities fo r pro blems to arise 
during parades beco me mo re o f a 


o ne who is abno rmally o v eractiv e. 
It wo uld be inadv isable fo r a mo ther 
who se child has mo mentarily g o tten 
o ut o f hand to use co ffee as a means o f 
co ntro lling his activ ity . 


My husband g o es to his do cto r, is 
ex amined, g ets a prescriptio n, nev er 
has it filled. Do many peo ple do this?

Dear Mrs. V.: 
Yo ur husband is no t alo ne in such 
behav io r. It is said that at least o ne- 
third o f all patients fail to fo llo w their 
do cto r’s o rders. 
In so me studies o n this subject, it 
may g o as hig h as 5 0 per cent. 
Dr. Richard Gillum and Dr. Arthur 
Barsky recently did an in-depth study 
o n why patients fail to co mply with the 
medical reg ime do cto rs g iv e them. 
They co nclude that “ lack o f mo ney , 
lack 
o f 
transpo rtatio n, 
family 
pro blems at ho me and psy cho lo g ical 
reaso ns” co ntribute to the neg lect o f 
the do cto r’s o rders. 
Perhaps y o ur husband can ex plain to 
y o u why he g o es to see the do cto r in the 
first place.

Americans Send Massive Aid 
To Honduras Storm Victims 


Beef Import Ban 
Remains In Effect

Americans are responding to the 
devastation 
in 
Honduras 
from 
Hurricane Fifi with money, medicines 
and other emergency supplies. 
A Spanish-language radio station in 
Miami collected more than $20,000 
within hours after issuing an appeal. 
New Orleans’ large community of 
Honduran-bom residents made do­ 
nations at a half dozen relief centers, 
and two Mississippi 
Air 
National 
Guard planes left for Honduras early 
today with emergency supplies. 
A Honduran Embassy spokesman in 
Washington said the greatest need was 
for medicine for survivors of the 
hurricane, which left 5,000 confirmed 
dead and an estimated 150,000 home­ 
less. 
In Miami, Honduran ConsulGeneral 
Anthonio Valladares said there is a 
need for almost everything along the 
country’s devastated coast.

Agriculture Department said today the 
European Common market is not 
likely to end its beef import ban before 
next spring at least, a situation that 
could cause trouble indirectly for U.S. 
cattle producers. 
A brief article in this week’s issue of 
Foreign Agriculture published by 
USDA said the European beef import 
embargo, imposed July 16, was sched­ 
uled to end next month. But “ current 
indications point to an extension’’ until 
next spring, it said. 
Department officials have been 
working 
to 
encourage 
Common 
Market countries to reopen their doors 
to foreign beef. 
The aim is to draw off supplies from 
Australia and other big exporting 
nations that otherwise might wind up 
in the U.S. market and thus contribute 
to a further weakening of livestock 
prices. 
Although imports of beef into the 
United States are down sharply from 
last year because of lower prices and 
good grazing conditions in Australia, 
there are fears of massive dumping 
when and if prices improve in 1975 and 
beyond. 
Thus, if the European market can be 
reopened, officials say there would be 
less potential intrusion of Australian 
beef into the U.S. system.

serious the European beef surplus 
situation — which led to the import 
embargo — has developed. 
“ Rather than 
a swiftly passing 
phenomenon, the oversupply could 
remain in to 1975 and 1976,” the report 


said, 
The European beef surplus problem 
is part of a worldwide situation that 
has brought depressed prices 
for 
livestock producers in the United 
States and in most other large beef 
producing areas. 
During 1972 and early in 1973, when 
there were tight beef supplies and 
rising prices, the Common Market 
removed virtually all import barriers 
for beef and veal. 
That contributed to a shift of some 
Australian and other beef from the 
U.S. market to Europe where buyers 
were literally outbidding nea rly 
everyone else. 
But as more animals began to glut 
markets and force down prices last 
year — along with price controls and 
backlogs of animals in the United 
States — the Europeans began to reim- 
ixise levies and other import curbs.

SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras (AP)

As refugees began straggling back to 
their devastated towns and villages 
and relief supplies started to arrive 
from abroad, officials said at least 
5,000 bodies had been found. They esti­ 
mated this toll would double when all 
reports were in. 
They said the storm, which hit the 


region with winds of 110 to 130 miles an 
hour and torrential rains on Thursday 
night, drove 150,000 persons from their 
homes, wiped out most of the banana 
crop and virtually destroyed the cities 
of Choloma, Omoa and Trujillo. 
Floodwaters turned the rich Ulua 
River valley from San Pedro Suia to 
the coast into a lake 20 miles wide at 
some points. Thousands of persons 
were reported still stranded on roof­ 
tops or in trees, but a shortage of 
helicopters and fuel delayed their 
rescue. 
Col. Ruben Villanueva of the 
Winner In Britain 
Likely To Be Loser 


LONDON (A P) — The prediction 
making the rounds here 
is that 
whoever wins next month’s election 
will fail to solve Britain’s problems. 
The Ijaborites and Conservative 
have tried for a decade without suc­ 
cess to arrest Britain’s long postwar 
economic decline. Once again the 
same men are offering much the same 
policies. 
The liberals and other small parties 
suggest new ideas, but they come from 
men with no governing experience. 
Various coalition 
governments 
remain possible if, as in February, the 
British public denies a majority in 
Parliament to any one party. But 
peacetime coalition governments in 
Britain have a poor record. 
In short, wherever the British voter 
turns — to major parties, to minor 
ones or to coalitions — the prospects 
appear 
less 
than 
encouraging. 
Politicians in all parties agree that in 
the 
Oct. 
10 election 
the 
British 
democratic system could be on trial. 
Part of the problem is beyond 
Britain. 
All parties cite Britain’s annual 


inflation rate of 16.9 per cent as the top 
issue in the campaign. Yet inflation is 
a worldwide problem and other 
countries have had little more success 
than Britain in slowing down soaring 
living costs. 
As an island which imports half its 
food, Britain must trade profitably 
with the outside world to live. Yet the 
annual trade deficit is now running to 
some $10 billion, which can only force 
living standards down. 
At least a third of that loss is due to 
the quadrupling of Arab oil prices. 
Britain must import 80 per cent of its 
fuel until North Sea oil starts flowing in 
the 1980s. 
Not all problems, of course, are 
beyond Britain’s control. But some 
have been left beyond the politicians in 
the past decade. 
Neither I^abor nor the Conservatives 
were able to intervene to control the 
strikes of British 
unions or the 
decisions of British managements 
which lost markets and led to the col­ 
lapse of household names like Rolls- 
Royce. 
Now inflation is the biggest problem. 


Military Deserters To Begin

Rai n Soaks 
Waterl ogged 
Texas Regi on

The rainy weather pattern that has 
saturated much of west Texas and 
southern New Mexico this past week 
continued to soak the already water­ 
logged region today. 


Since last Tuesday, Hope, N.M., had 
nearly seven inches of rain and flash 
flood watches continued in effect in 
portions of southwest Texas as well. 


Overflows from the rains caused 
flooding of the lower Texas valley to 
southest of El Paso and residents were 
being evacuated. Other reports said 
water ranged from knee deep to chest 
high in the Cedar Grove area of the 
state. 


There were also reports of the Rio 
Grande River flooding in the vicinity 
south of E l Paso. 


E a rly today more rains were 
scattered 
along 
the 
southern 
California region and another shower 
system was reported along Florida 
and the Atlantic Coast. 


Elsewhere across the nation frost 
warnings were in effect from northern 
Missouri and eastern Iowa to the in­ 
terior of eastern New York. 
Temperatures ranged early Monday 
from 27 degrees at Marquette, Mich., 
to 84 degrees at Needles, Calif. 


Harrison, about 30 miles north in 
Indianapolis, where the first 27 men to 
turn themselves in already have been 
processed.

The camp, quarters during World 
War II and the Korean conflict for 
250,000 recruits and a mustering-out 
facility for about 500,000 after the 1941- 
45 war, can process 150 men daily. Its 
present capacity is about 5,000 men. 
Although the deserters will not be 
incarcerated, some 
40 m ilitary 
policemen have been sent here from 
Fort Knox, Ky. Officials said the men 
will be free to come and go as their 
schedules permit. 
The deserters w ill be hustled 
through about four days of processing. 
Records will be checked to make sure 
they’re eligible for the program. Then 
they 
will 
receive 
physical 
ex­ 
aminations and legal counseling. 
Financial records also will be checked 
to determine whether they are due 
back pay. 
Before leaving here, participants 
must sign a loyalty oath and will be 
issued undesirable discharges. After 
two years of alternative service, the 
discharges may be changed to cle­ 
mency discharges. 
After military processing, the Joint 
Alternative Service Board at Ft. 
Harrison probably will have decided 
how much alternative service must be 
completed for the deserter to earn a 
“ clemency discharge.” Officials said 
the alternative service is not required 
and the individual may elect to take 
the undesirable discharge and leave. 
Some deserters may be allowed to 
return to active duty, but must enter at 
the lowest rank and agree to serve for 
two years. To be eligible, one must 
have served in Southeast Asia and 
have received a decoration. 


National JSmergency Relief Com­ 
mittee said damage from the storm 
was estimated at $1.8 billion in the San 
Pedro Sula region alone.

Venezuela, El Salvador 
and Guatemala sent medical aid and 
rescue workers.

Omoa, a town of 14,000 on the coast, 
was 90 per cent destroyed ; and the port 
of Trujillo, which had 20,300 people, 
was totally destroyed.

Congress Set 
To Approve 
Defense Bi l l 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
expected to approve a record $82.6- 
billion defense bill this week, act on 
foreign aid and take up a health 
manpower 
bill 
that 
Senate 
Republicans claim “ establishes a 
domestic draft.” 
The defense bill, up for House action 
today, 
is the 
biggest 
single ap­ 
propriation bill ever put before 
Congress, even after a $4.4-billion cut 
from administration requests. 
When 
House-Senate 
conferees 
agreed to the $82.6-billion compromise 
last week, Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., said the cut should mean an 
actual $2.6-billion spending cut, and 
“ should have an important impact on 
reducing inflation.” 
The cuts include a $900 million slice 
off requested military aid for South 
Vietnam, cut to $700 million from $1.6 
billion. But the Pentagon gets full 
funding for the new B1 advanced 
bomber and Trident long-range 
missile-firing submarine. 
A controversial $5-billion, five-year 
bill denounced by critics as a domestic 
draft is expected to get a Senate vote 
by mid-week. 
It provides federal aid for programs 
to produce more doctors, nurses and 
other 
professionals, 
including 
scholarships that must be repaid with 
service in doctor-short rural and inter­ 
city areas. 
Republicans on the Senate com­ 
mittee that produced the bill said such 
required service violates private 
enterprise. They vowed to try on the 
Senate floor to cut out the requirement 
and reduce the $5 billion. 
Later in the week, the Senate is to 
act on a $2.5-billion foreign aid 
authorization that would phase out 
U.S. aid to Korea and provide Middle 
East aid stemming from the cease-fire 
there.

One of the classic examples of the 
Congress’ myopic vision in dealing 
with inflation is the pending vote on the 
Asian Development Bank Fund. 
Essentially, this proposal increases 
the U.S. share purchases by some $362 
million 
over 
three 
years 
and 
authorizes another $50 million in funds 
for the ADB’s soft-loan window. The 
money involved in all of this would go 
towards credit for various projects in 
the underdeveloped countries of Asia. 


Proponents of the funding increase 
argue in favor of the bill on several 
accounts. They say there are not 
defaulted 
loans, 
so the 
bank 
is 
operating efficiently. They say that the 
United States will reap billions of 
dollars in greater trade with many of 
the countries having valuable natural 
resources. Furthermore, they argue 
that because of inflation, the American 
voting position and share holdings 
have dropped from 16 per cent to seven 
per cent. The projects approved for 
loans, also, appear to be for the public 
good, ranging from 
industry and 
transportation needs to agricultural 
projects and power plants. 
Now, for a foreign aid project of 
sorts, which this must be considered, 
this might not appear to be such a bad 
investment, but I am strongly opposed 
to it as I have been for other projects of 
this type for one very convincing and 
overriding factor: the American 
taxpayer. 


Our country is in such an economic 
state, we simply cannot afford giving 
out a million dollars here or a billion 
dollars there. Our national debt is over 
$505 billion and the payment on in­ 
terest alone on this debt is an 
astonishing $50,000 a minute. Inflation 
is a 12 per cent and growing and a 
large part of the reason we have such a 
horrendous cost of living is we borrow 
huge amounts of money just to give it 
away to other countries. 


I don’t think there is a borrower in 
this country who could tell you what a 
“ soft” loan is, let along obtain one. 
Yet, while interest rates in the U.S. 
exceed 10 per cent, the ADB wants to 
use our money for easy loans to 
member countries at an incredible 
three per cent. The hard ones, mind 
you, go for a mere 7 Mi per cent. It 
would be the height of absurdity to 
spend money on credit in other 
countries when our own taxpayers 
can’t get it just to put a roof over their 
heads. 


As for the projects funded by the 
bank, there is more than enough need 
right here in the United States for 
many of the very same things. A few 
short weeks ago, Congress cut its 
original mass transit authorization in 
half on the basis it would be highly 
inflationary, but now it wants to spend 
millions for transportation, industry 
and energy loans on the other side of 
the globe. We are heading into another 
hard winter energy-wise and could 
certainly use every excess nickel and 
dime to alleviate the problem. We 
don’t have enough power plants of our 
own and we’ve all had enough of in­ 
creasing energy costs, but we can’t 


seem to give enough to other countries 
which will eventually be used to 
alleviate similar problems in those 
lands. It is senseless. 
Furthermore, I take particular 
exception to the fact that this is an 
increase in our spending commitment 
to the Asian Development Bank, a 
boost which approaches nearly half a 
billion dollars over three years. And, I 
fear it will be one of many for this 
program since the projects involved 
invariably will require additional 
funds in the future to keep them going. 
It is unfair and economically unwise to 
cut our domestic spending programs 
as we have because of inflation and 
then turn around and increase out 
allocations for foreign aid and related 
programs. 
Consequently, I will vote against the 
Asian Development Bank Fund. In 
fact, the only “ ADB” Congress should 
ever consider supporting would be an 
American development bank fund. I 
refuse, and will continue to refuse, to 
invest American money in an overseas 
stock with such obviously risky 
dividends — more inflation here at 
home.

Nixon Hospitalized 
For Leg Treatment 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - Former 
President Richard M. Nixon, ailing 
with phlebitis, checks into a bright, 
new hospital wing today. 
Preserving the same secrecy which 
surrounded him in the White House, 
Nixon and his aides declined to reveal 
his expected check-in time in advance. 
A hospital spokeswoman and nurses 
said the staff had no idea when he 
would arrive. 
According to the hospital schedule, 
Nixon was to go directly to his room 
after check-in. There, hospital per­ 
sonnel will take blood samples and 
complete other diagnostic procedures. 
Hospital spokesmen said it was likely, 
considering Nixon’s symptoms, that he 
would undergo intravenous treatment 
with anticoagulant drugs. 
Such treatment thins the blood and 
Spy Seeks 
Wiretap 
Decision 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Justice 
Department is supporting an appeal by 
a convicted Soviet spy for a Supreme 
Court ruling on the president’s wire­ 
tapping powers to protect national 
security. 
The controversial issue also is to be 
taken up by the Senate Judiciary 
C om m ittee’s 
subcom m ittee 
on 
criminal laws and procedures at 
hearings on Oct. I and 2. 
Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe and FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley are to be 
among the witnesses. 
A recently filed brief by Solicitor 
General Robert H. Bork in the case of 
Igor A. Ivanov, the convicted spy, 
agrees that issues raised in his appeal 
should be decided by the Supreme 
Court. 
As stated by Bork, a principal issue 
in the case is whether it is con­ 
stitutionally permissible to conduct 
warrantless electronic surveillance for 
tfce purpose of gathering foreign in­ 
telligence information. 
Bork’s brief argues that “a president 
through his attorney general may 
authorize electronic surveillance 
without prior judicial approval under 
his constitutional authority to conduct 
foreign relations and to protect the 
national security.” 
However, legislation introduced by 
Sens. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., and 
Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., would 
prohibit governm ent w iretaps or 
electronic surveillance for any pur­ 
pose without prior approval of a court.

Get well cards, a few telegrams and 
bouquets of bright fall flowers, mostly 
chrysanthemums, were waiting for the 
former president, sent to the hospital 
by well-wishers before his arrival. 
Miss Krantz said the hospital switch­ 
board had been busy with phone calls 
from both well wishers and a few 
pranksters. 
Miss Krantz said Nixon apparently 
chose the 14-year-old hospital because 
his long-time physician, Dr. John C. 
Lungren, is on the staff. The staff said 
there were no requests for Nixon to 
have a private nurse. 
Nixon’s room is located in the west 
wing of the hospital, which was opened 
only last June and features the most 
modern equipm ent and cheerful 
surroundings in the building.

Kennedy Rules Out 
Race For Presidency 


BOSTON (AP) — Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy said today he would not be a 
candidate for president or vice 
president in 1976. “I will not accept the 
nomination. I will not accept a draft,” 
he said, adding: 
“ My prim ary 
responsibilities are at home.” 
Tile Massachusetts Democrat said 
his 
decision 
was 
final 
and 
un­ 
conditional. 
He said, “ I would be unable to make 
a full commitment to a campaign for 
the presidency.” 
Kennedy, brother of the late 
President John F. Kennedy and the 
late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, both of 
whom were assassinated, said he 
made the decision after discussing it 
with his wife. 
He made the announcement at a 
Boston news conference. His wife 
Joan, who has been in rest homes twice 
in recent months, was at his side. 
Kennedy said he expected that he 
would have been able to win the 
Democratic nomination if he had 
decided to seek it. 
Kennedy said his announcement 
“will permit others who have been 
interested in gaining the nomination 
the chance for exposure during this 
campaign.” 
He said, “The real question before 
the people is who’s going to come up 
with some solutions to our economic 
problems.” 
Asked what effect the Chap- 
paquiddick incident of 1969 had on his 
decision, Kennedy said: “This decision

Kennedy said he would be a can­ 
didate for re-election as senator in 
1976. 
Kennedy is the sole surviving son of 
the late Joseph P. Kennedy and is the 
guardian of his slain brothers’ 
children. 
I^st November, Kennedy’s son, 
Edward Jr., lost part of a leg because 


of bone cancer. 
Kennedy had been considered by 
many observers a favorite to win the 
Democratic presidential nomination if 
he sought it, although he has become 
embroiled in a controversy with some 
colleagues 
regarding 
proposed 
campaign reform legislation. 
He encountered hecklers on a 
campaign trip to Indiana last week and 
drew mixed political notices on a visit

U.S. Warns Arabs 
Oil Price Juggling 
Won't Be Tolerated 


DETROIT (AP) — Raising a war­ 
ning flag for Arab oil producers, 
President Ford declared today, 
"Sovereign nations cannot allow their 
policies to be dictated, or their fates 
decided by artificial rigging and 
distortion 
of 
world 
commodity 
m arkets.” 
In remarks prepared for the ninth 
annual World Energy Conference 
here, Ford said: 
“It is difficult to discuss the energy 
problem without lapsing into dooms­ 
day language. The danger is clear. It 
is severe. I am nevertheless op­ 
tim istic. 
The 
advantages 
of 
cooperation are as visible as the 
dangers of confrontation. And that 
gives me hope as well as optimism.” 


Ford underscored the strongest 
language yet used by an American 
president in discussing the con­ 
sequences of massive price hikes by 
oil-producing nations with a reminder 
that “throughout history, nations have 
gone to war over natural advantages 
such as water, or food, or convenient 
passages on land or sea.” 
But he said that in the nuclear age 
war presents unacceptable risks for all 
mankind because “any local conflict 
may escalate to global catastrophe.” 
Outlining five principles that he said 
could guide international cooperation 
in meeting energy problems, Ford 
listed this as his final point: 


“A global strategy must seek to 
achieve fuel prices which provide a 
strong incentive to producers but 
which do not seriously disrupt the 
economies of the consumers. We 
recognize the desires of the producers 
to earn a fair price for their oil as a 
means of helping to develop their own 
economies. But exorbitant prices can 
only distort the world economy, run 
the risk of worldwide depression, and 
threaten the breakdown of world order 
and safety.” 
The President welcomed Friday’s 
Brussels agreement by 
12 major 
consuming nations to deal with such 
emergencies as embargos by sharing 
available oil, cutting consumption and 
using reserves equitably. 
In effect, Ford’s address expanded 
on a theme he struck in appearing 
before the United Nations General 
Assembly last Wednesday when he 
linked problems of food, energy and 
inflation. 
Ford flew to Detroit from Andrews 
Air Force Base, Md., following a sun­ 
up breakfast at the home of Senate 
Democratic Iieader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana. 
The President planned to return to 
the White House later today and 
arranged a meeting with bipartisan 
congressional leaders and ranking 
members of key Senate and House 
committees at an evening working 
dinner. 
Jordan To Boycott 
Middle East Talks? 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
today urged Jordan not to carry out its 
threat to boycott the Arab-Israeli 
peace talks in Geneva because of an 
agreement by Egypt and Syria to work 
for an independent Palestinian state on 
former Jordanian territory. 


Allon, who is also deputy premier, 
said the neighboring Arab state is “an 
important partner in 
solving the 
Middle East problem.” 


Before leaving for New York to head 
Israel’s delegation to the United 
Nations General Assembly, Allon 
criticized the Arab proposal as being 
“against the constructive interest of 
the Palestinians.” 
If it is adopted, he said, Jordan 
would cease to have an interest in the 
Palestinian question and the Palestine 
liberation Organization would have to 
negotiate by themselves. 
Jordan’s decision was announced on 
Sunday, the day after Egypt, Syria and 
the Palestine liberation Organization 
announced they agreed that an “in­ 
dependent national authority” would 
be established on Palestinian lands 
freed from Israeli occupation. 
Their goal is the West Bank of the 
Jordan River and East Jerusalem, 
both held by Jordan from the 1948 
Palestine War until the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli War, and the Gaza Strip, which 


was administered by Egypt until the 
1967 war. 
Jordan insisted it must first retrieve 
its former territory and then would 
allow the Palestinian population to 
determine its future in a plebiscite. 
Many West Bank Palestinians are 
known to support Jordan’s King 
Hussein 
and might vote 
for an 
autonomous state federated with the 
rest of Jordan. 
“The government will as of today 
freeze its political activities connected 
with the Geneva conference,” a 
governm ent spokesman 
said 
in 
Amman. He stressed Jordan was thus 
“freezing” its earlier agreement to 
participate in any Geneva peace talks. 
The spokesman indicated, however, 
that the decision was subject to change 
if the other Arabs changed their stand 
at a summit conference scheduled to 
open in Rabat, Morocco, on Oct. 26. 
He emphasized that Jordan is willing 
to negotiate separately with Israel. 
The conflicting claims to future 
control of the West Bank has been a 
major obstacle in Arab efforts to form 
a common front for the Geneva talks. 
The absence of Jordan from the 
negotiating table would pose a serious 
problem for the Arabs, since King 
Hussein, a moderate, is more ac­ 
ceptable to Israel than Yasir Arafat 
and the other guerrilla leaders of the 
liberation organization.

In his financial disclosure, he failed 
to answer questions about the over-all 
extent of his family’s economic power, 
omitting information on stock holdings 
of Rockefeller-controlled tax exempt 
foundations and of banks and com­ 
panies in which his family has a 
substantial interest. 


Highlights of his financial disclosure 
included: 
—His net personal worth as of Aug. 
23 was $62.5 million with more than 
half 
$33.5 million — of his $64.1 
million in assets accounted for by art 
holdings, $12.8 million in stocks and 
bonds of some 50 companies, and $11.2 
million in real estate. 


—The two trusts from which he is a 
life beneficiary, totaling $106.2 million 
and $10.2 million, have the bulk of their 
holdings in stock of 17 companies, in­ 
cluding approximately $25.5 million in 
Rockefeller Center Inc. in New York; 
$25 million in Exxon, the nation’s 
biggest oil company and $15 million in 
International Business Machines 
(IBM). 


—Rockefeller’s total income for the 
past IO years was $46.9 million, his 
charitable contributions $14.6 million 
and his federal, state and local taxes 
$21.7 million. In 1970, “my total fed­ 
eral, state and local taxes were down 
to $814,701” and he paid no federal 
income taxes. 


—Holdings in oil companies that 
were once part of the Standard Oil Co. 
founded by his grandfather, John D. 
Rockefeller, “have been reduced to 
nominal percentages.” 
Rockefeller was expected to undergo 
stiff questioning about possible con­ 
flicts of interest posed by his financial 
holdings, while being asked for assur­ 
ances he will stand by answers he 
gives to major policy questions.

Hough is charged with extortion, 
receiving stolen goods and barbering a 
felon in connection with the theft of the 
paintings from the Cincinnati Art 
Museum. 
Johnson, granted immunity from 
prosecution for armed robbery, made 
a brief appearance in Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court on Friday. 
Johnson stood before a witness who 
shared a real estate office with Hough 
and Fred Cartolagne, chief assistant 
Hamilton County prosecutor asked: 
“Was this the man James Hough in­ 
troduced you to in 1969 or 1970?” 
“Yes” replied Glenn Bennis. 
Hough earlier told the jury in his 
opening statement that he had met 
Johnson for the first time in 1972. 
Simon L. I^eis Jr., Hamilton County 
prosecutor, said in his opening 
statement that Johnson had talked 
with Hough in the late winter or spring 
of 1973 about disposing of the paint­ 
ings. Once it was established that they 
could be disposed of, Johnson began 
planning the theft. 
Hough, who conducted his own 
defense, insists that the thieves con­ 
tacted him as an intermediary. He has 
denied having knowledge of any of the 
men accused of the theft and ransom 
beforehand. 
A Cincinnati police lieutenant said 
the four men arrested in connection 
with the case denied knowing Hough. 
All have received reduced charges 
after agreeing to testify during the 
Hough trial.

FORT KNOX, Ky. (AP) - Fort 
Knox conducts a historic tour today for 
a select group of congressmen and 
newsmen— —the first outsiders to 
examine the $20 billion worth of gold in 
the U.S. gold depository here.

NEW YORK (AP) - A Ford 
Foundation spokesman says inflation 
and a depressed securities market 
may force the nation’s wealthiest 
philanthropic organization to cut 
annual grants as much as 50 per cent.

assets 
have 
plummeted from $3 billion to $2 billion 
in market value during the past year. 
McGeorge Bundy, president of the 
foundation, said that without a 
reduction in grants the foundation may 
have to dissolve by distributing its 
assets. 
Such a dissolution proposal was 
rejected by the foundation’s trustees 
seven years ago. 
The trustees are expected to face a 
proposal to reduce the $202-million 
annual budget at their quarterly 
meeting here this week.

Actor Walter 
Brennan Dies 


OXNARD, Calif. (AP) - Walter 
Brennan played many different per­ 
sonality types over a half century, but 
he was known for brevity and sim­ 
plicity in his own life. 
Brennan, who died at 80 on Saturday 
after a long battle with emphysema, 
was noted for playing the grizzled 
sidekick to the big stars of Westerns 
early in his career. He later gained 
national fame as the 
wise and 
wisecracking grandfather, Amos 
McCoy, in television’s “The Real 
McCoys.” 
Brennan’s first Oscar was awarded 
for his 1936 performance in “Come and 
Get It,” in which he played a lum­ 
berjack who ages from 25 to 75. 
Two years later, he won an Oscar for 
portraying an 84-year-old man in 
“Kentucky.” 
In 1941, Brennan won again for his 
role as Judge Roy Bean in “The 
Westerner,” starring Gary Cooper. 
The three Oscars were for best 
supporting actor. 
The white-haired veteran appeared 
in hundreds of films dating back to 1923 
and starred in four television series 
before retiring two years ago to his 11- 
acre grapefruit ranch in Moorpark, 
about 35 miles north of Los Angeles. 
In the last year, he was in and out of 
St. John’s Hospital here for treatment 
of emphysema. His wife of 54 years, 
Ruth, and three children were with 
him when he died. 
Among his last acting roles were 
appearances in two successful movies 
written for television, “The Over-the- 
Hill Gang” and “Return of the Over- 
the-HiU Gang.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Add no 
fault divorce to the growing list of 
liberal laws which have all

No fault divorce is among the first of 
many measures passed by the 110th 
General Assembly taking effect 90 
days after being signed last June by 
Welfare 
Allocations 
Announced 


The allocation of $150,139,813 in state 
and federal funds to assist county 
welfare departments and children 
services boards in administration and 
program funding was announced 
Saturday by State Welfare Director 
Charles W. Bates. 
Bates said the $150.1 m illion 
allocation included the previously 
announced $49 million rn state and 
federal funds to fund the Employment 
Opportunities in Social Services 
(EO SS) Program , hiring welfare 
recipients to work. 


The 
director 
said 
the 
EO SS 
allocation was made to each of Ohio’s 
88 counties for Fiscal Year 1975 to 
expand the state welfare department’s 
program of providing public social 
service jobs to assist people in need, 
such as the aged, blind, disabled and 
children. 


He said Pickaway County was 
allocated $105,248 to hire EOSS par­ 
ticipants to provide such services as 
day care, homemaker and chore to 
assist people in need. 
The 88 county welfare departments 
also were being allocated $27.9 million 
as the state and federal governments’ 
share of administration for the July- 
December period of Fiscal Year 1975 
for income maintenance programs. 


The director said Pickaway County 
received $72,261 for administration of 
such programs as Aid to Dependent 
Children, M edicaid, and General 
Relief. 
Bates said more than $12.9 million in 
state and federal funds to assist 
families on an emergency basis was 
being allocated for Fiscal Year 1975. 
The director said the County was 
allocated up to $19,164 to assist 
families in emergency situations, such 
as natural disasters. 
Slightly more than $13 million in 
state and federal funds had been 
allocated to county welfare depart­ 
ments and children services boards for 
social service adm inistration and 
programs, such as homemaker ser­ 
vices and family planning, for the first 
six months of Fiscal Year 1975. 
The director said Pickaway County 
had been allocated $36,102 for this 
purpose. 
Bates said an additional $27.2 million 
in state and federal 
funds 
was 
available to local county agencies for 
social service programs on a matching 
basis, explaining that the county had to 
spend 30 cents to get 70 cents. 
The county was allocated $53,750 on 
this 70-30 matching basis for the July- 
December period of Fiscal Year 1975. 
Bates said $15.8 million in state and 
federal funds had been allocated for 
day care services so that mothers can 
continue to work or take advantage of 
job training programs for Fiscal Year 
1975. 
Pickaway County was allocated 
$7,519 for day care services. 
Federal funds for children services 
allocated $1.2 million for Fiscal Year 
1975, according to Bates. 
He said the county was allocated 
$16,675 for children services, such as 
foster care and adoption. 
Bates said $2.7 million in state funds 
was allocated for children services. He

A dozen taking effect this weekend 
will be followed by 30 more next 
Monday. The state’s new law per­ 
mitting abortions under certain cir­ 
cumstances went on the books of­ 
ficially Sept. 16. 
Under the divorce bill, couples who 
have lived in Ohio six months may 
present to a court in writing their 
agreement under which their mar­ 
riage can be dissolved. 
The agreement would include what 
they propose to do about their division 
of property, alimony and child sup­ 
port, custody of minor children, vis­ 
itation rights and other m arital 
problems. 
Both spouses would have to sign the 
agreement and ultim ately swear 
before a iudize thev did so voluntarily. 
Certain precautions are built-in, 
including one that allows one or the 


other spouse to offer amendments to 
the original agreement and to request 
the court for an investigation. If either 
spouse withdrew from the agreement, 
proceedings would end. There would 
be no divorce. 
The bill makes certain other less 
significant changes, including one that 
requires license applicants under 18 to 
undergo premarriage counselling up to 
90 days. 
Some other bills carrying a Sept. 23 
effective date ease absentee ballot 
requirements, increase fees that can 
be charged by county recorders, 
require reclamation of areas around 
abandoned oil wells, permit school 
employes to be paid expenses for at­ 
tending professional meetings and 
authorize right turns on red except 
where local traffic officials prohibit it. 
The officials have until July I, 1975, 
to issue the prohibition. 


Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S.

(Q.) 
My neighbors and 
I 
lost 
thousands of acres of corn we planted 
this year due to a massive drought in 
our area. Does this qualify as a 
casualty loss and can we deduct it? 
fA.) Damages to crops, whether or 
not covered by insurance, do not 
produce deductible losses. Usually, 
losses of property 
used in your 
business resulting from events due to a 
natural force that takes place suddenly 
and unexpectedly are allowable 
deductions to the extent they are not 
reimbursed by insurance or other 
compensation. However, crop damage 
is a loss of anticipated income that is 
not deductible. You may deduct only 
the costs of raising the damage crops 
as a business expense. 
(Q.) I belong to a trade union which 
recently went on strike and now the 
union is paying me strike benefits. W ill 
have to pay income tax on these 
payments? 
(A .) Yes. Strike and lockout benefits 
paid by a union from union dues are 
income to you, and therfore they are 
taxable. These payments may take the 
form of cash or the fair market value 
of property. If such benefits are 


clearly intended as a gift, then they are 
tax-exempt. 
(Q.) I’ve just quit my salaried job 
with a building contractor to open my 
own subcontracting business. As a 
result, I ’ll probably change my ac­ 
counting method and period. Do I have 
to notify the IR S that I’m doing this? 
(A .) When you filed your first in­ 
come tax return, you chose your ac­ 
counting penod — either calendar 
year or fiscal year. You must have the 
consent of the IR S now to change 
accounting periods. The same applies 
to accounting methods. Once you have 
chosen your method, you may not 
change it without permission from the 
IRS. For further information on this 
subject, consult IRS Publication 538, 
“ Tax Inform ation on Accounting 
Periods and Methods.” It’s available 
free from many IR S offices. 
(Q.) I am a writer and I recently 
received a cash award from a foun­ 
dation for writing I have done in the 
field of early childhood learning.

No.

ARNHEM, The Netherlands - It has 
been just 30 years since one of the most 
fierce and frustrating battles of World 
War II swirled around the bridge that 
crosses the lower Rhine at this old city. 
Wrinkled survivors of that desperate 
Allied effort to crush the German war 
machine and end the war in 1944 
gathered in Holland this past week. 
There was much to talk about, prin­ 
cipally 
Cornelius 
R yan’s 
just 
published “ A Bridge Too F ar” (Simon 
Si Schuster), the classic account of a 
bloody snafu that never quite caught 
the imagination or the comprehension 
of the world. 
It is a controversial book, this one 
that completes the great correspon­ 
dent’s trilogy of the war — the others, 
of course, being “The longest Day,” 
and “The I Ast Battle.” But Market- 
Garden, the conflict’s code-name, was 
controversial from the hour it was 
conceived by Field Marshal Sir Ber­ 
nard Law Montgomery. 
It remains so, three decades later, 
The retired officers and men in at­ 
tendance at this reunion — British, 
American, Polish, and members of the 
Dutch 
underground — were 
less 
exuberant than most old warriors are 
at such get-togethers. There were 
tinges of remaining bitterness just 
under the veneer of their good man­ 
ners. 
Montgomery’s plan, drawn up on 
what for him was the spur of the 
moment 
(he 
was 
norm ally 
e x asp eratin g ^ 
deliberate), 
was 
dramatically innovative. He would 
send three divisions of airborne troops 
against five German-held bridges 
along a 64-mile corridor in occupied 
Holland, seize them before the Ger­ 
mans could destroy them, throw in the 
ground forces, and charge into the 
Ruhr and on to Berlin. 
In sounded a bit too much to Ll. Gen. 
Frederick 
Browning, deputy com­ 
mander, First Allied Airborne Army, 
when Monty outlined his remarkable 
plan. 
Pointing to the Arnhem bridge on the 
top of the map he asked, “How long 
will it take the armor to reach us? ” 
“Two days,” Montgomery replied, 
crisply. 
“We can hold it for four,” Browning 
said. “But, sir, I think we might be 
going a bridge too far.” 
Eisenhower, the Supreme 
Com­ 
mander, had his misgivings, 
but 
finally assigned Maj. Gen. Maxwell 
Taylor’s 101st Airborne Division and 
Brig. Gen. James M. Gavin’s 82nd to 
participate with the 1st British Air­ 
borne Division, the Red Devils. 
R yan’s book begins with the 
awesome scope of the engagement: 
“Shortly after IO a.m. on Sunday, 
September 17, 1944, from airfields all 
over southern England the greatest 
armada of troop-carrying aircraft 
ever assembled for a single operation 
took to the a ir . . . 
“Market, the airborne phase of the 
operation, was monumental: it in­ 
volved almost 5,000 fighters, bombers, 
transports and more than 2,500 gliders. 
That Sunday afternoon, at exactly 
1:30, in an unprecedented daylight 
assault, an entire Allied airborne 
army, complete with vehicles and 
equipment, began dropping behind the

German lines.” 
The Amreicans generally achieved 
their goals, notably at the Nijmegen 
Bridge. But it was sheer hell for the 
British Red Devils at Arnhem. Of the 
10,000 who were dropped near the 
“Bridge Too F ar” only 2,163 came out 
after nine days of fighting. They had 
been “sacrificed and slaughtered,” 
Ryan writes. 
They had been dropped more or less 
into the middle of one of Hitler’s best 
Panzer divisions. Their commanders 
had ignored the warnings of the Dutch 
resistance forces. The British didn’t 
trust that heroic band because of the 
reported existence in it of certain 
double agents. But the underground 
had developed a good communications 
system around Arnhem. It would have 
been of enormous help to the Red 
Devils who had floated down from the 
clouds. Instead, the British blew up a 
vital link 
of it, though their own 
communications were appallingly bad. 
Hence, the carnage, which was shared 
by the Polish airborne brigade when it, 
too, 
was dropped into a 
nearby 
cauldron of German firepower. 
In all, Montgomery’s plan fizzled 
and killed more 
men and civilians 
than the Allied D-Day invasion of 
Normandy. His intransigence has been 
compared to Churchill’s mismanage­ 
ment to the British catastrophe at 
Gallipoli in World War I, and the 
debacle of Dunkirk in the early phase 
of World War II. 
In the course of his enormous 


research, Ryan took his tape recorder 
to Eisenhower’s place at Gettysburg 
and asked him what he thought of 
Montgomery. 
(Ryan had just 
in­ 
terviewed Montgomery.) 


“ You don’t have to tell me what he 
told you,” Ike said with heat. “ He said 
I knew nothing about war — right? 
Personally, I don’t believe I would put 
too much weight on what generals 
remember, including me . . . When the 
whole damn thing was done (World 
War II), I never heard from the British 
any golden paeans of praise. And 
you’re not going to hear it now, par­ 
ticularly from people like Mont­ 
gomery. 
“ I don’t care if he goes down as the 
greatest soldier in the world. He isn’t, 
but if he goes down that way it's all 
right with me. He got so damn per­ 
sonal to make sure that the Americans 
and me, in particular, had no credit, 
had nothing to do with the war, that I 
eventually stopped communications 
with a man that just can’t tell the 
truth.” 


There are distant echoes of old 
anim osities 
still 
floating 
about 
Arnhem. At a press conference a burly 
former member of the Dutch un­ 
derground interrupted his talk about 
the bad old days to stare at a retired 
british paratrooper and said, “ I asked 
your officers why they destroyed our 
communications. Why? They would 
give me no answer.” He was smiling 
as he said it, but only on the outside. 
High Feed Costs 
Hit Hog Farmers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - High costs 
of feed and other items continue to 
have an impact on future plans of hog 
farmers, a new inventory report by the 
Agriculture Department shows. 
As of Sept. I, the department said 
Friday, the inventory of hogs and pigs 
in 14 states which account for most of 
the nation’s pork totalled 50.2 million 
head. That was down 4 per cent from a 
year ago.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter I. Coleman, M D. 


I read an article in the newspaper 
that coffee has been used to control 
overactive children. I am trying to 
track this down. 
Mrs. D.H.W., Mass. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
There has been reference in the 
scientific literature that hyperactive 
children have been treated with coffee 
instead of the amphetamine drugs. 
It sounds paradoxical that am­ 
phetamines 
and 
caffeine, 
both 
stimulating drugs, should be effective 
in controlling overactive children. Yet 
they do. 
It is interesting that a six-ounce cup 
of coffee contains about IOO milligrams 
of caffeine. A six-ounce cup of tea 
made directly from the tea leaf con­ 
tains almost twice this amount of 
caffeine. A six-ounce bottle of cola 
drink contains about 30 mg. of caf­ 
feine. 
Before anyone embarks on the use of 
coffee, tea or cola for treatment of 
their own hyperactive children they 
should first have the diagnosis con­ 
firmed by their doctor, who should be 
sensitive to the essential difference 
between a normally active child and 


one who is abnormally overactive. 
It would be inadvisable for a mother 
whose child has momentarily gotten 
out of hand to use coffee as a means of 
controlling his activity. 


My husband goes to his doctor, is 
examined, gets a prescription, never 
has it filled. Do many people do this? 
Mrs. E. V., Nev. 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
Your husband is not alone in such 
behavior. It is said that at least one- 
third of all patients fail to follow their 
doctor’s orders. 
In some studies on this subject, it 
may go as high as 50 per cent. 
I>r. Richard Gillum and Dr. Arthur 
Barsky recently did an in-depth study 
on why patients fail to comply with the 
medical regime doctors give them. 
They conclude that “lack of money,

transportation,

problems at home and psychological 
reasons” contribute to the neglect of 
the doctor’s orders. 
Perhaps your husband can explain to 
you why he goes to see the doctor in the 
first place. Is he being pressured into 
gjftnjf?

In reply to the letter of Gerald 
Starkey of Sept. 19 edition of the Cir­ 
cleville Herald concerning the new 
ruling of the Circleville Pumpkin Show 
with regard to horses and ponies in the 
Pumpkin Show parades, the following 
is to explain the reasons for this 
decision: 
(1) This decision was not made 
hastily but rather with much concern. 
(2) In a recent article on the front 
page of The Herald City Council would 
not consider a resolution to permit the 
Circleville Pumpkin Show Inc. to hold 
this annual event until assured there 
was adequate insurance coverage for 
the protection of all concerned. 
Due to the fact that insurance 
coverage for this type of event is in­ 
creasingly more difficult to obtain and 
statistics from these underwriters 
show that large animals present one of 
the greatest risks in insuring festival 
parades and that our annual Pumpkin 
Show cannot be held if adequate in­ 
surance coverage cannot be obtained, 
then this must be a prime con­ 
sideration in this decision. 
(3) We fully agree that no horseman 
would intentionally take an un­ 
controllable animal in a parade as 
stated by Mr. Starkey. Nevertheless if 
we permit one horse or pony to par­ 
ticipate we know of no conceivable 
manner that we might be able to 
determine which animal may par­ 
ticipate and which animal may not. So 
therefore, it was felt that since safety 
of all guests to our show rests in the 
decision of the Pumpkin Show Inc. it 
was necessary for this action to be 
taken. 
(4) As Mr. Starkey stated in his 
letter that he is aware that “there are 
certain people in every crowd who are 
either ignorant, don’t care or don’t 
know any better than to throw rocks, 
use bean shooters or flip paper clips at 
the animals” we are also aware of this 
problem and have no way to control 
these unthinking persons so we feel 
this is another contributing factor to 
the decision. 
(5) The question in the letter “if one 
of these children should get hurt, who 
would be to blame?” Our legal 
counsel’s opinion is that all would be a 
possible party in a lawsuit but what 
about the injured or dead child? Would 
this action take away the hurt? 
(6) We are not against horses, ponies 
or the horsemen or the youngster who 
would like to show off their horse or 
pet pony in the parade but the crowds 
have become increasingly larger as 
the years go by and the risks and op­ 
portunities for problems to arise 
during parades become more of a 


concern to the persons charged with 
the responsibility of insuring that 
visitors to our greatest Free Show on 
Earth be reasonably assured that 
every conceivable precaution be taken 
to protect them while in attendance. 
The preceding statements are the 
primary reasons for the action taken 
and the Circleville Pumpkin Show is 
always receiving and analyzing the 
show to assess current conditions and 
changes that are necessary for the 
continued successful operation of this 
great community event.

Dictionary definitions describe

civilization” . Time magazine of 
September 17, 1973, notes an incident 
in Santa Fe, New Mexico, in which a 
long-existing obelisk using the term 
“savage Indians” was protested by the 
American Indian Movement as 
reflecting “racism and pre ju ice”. 
Under the direction of Governor Bruce 
King, an expiatory plaque was placed 
alongside the memorial stone reading:

Canada Hikes 
Gas Prices 


OTTAWA (AP) — Canada has an­ 
nounced a 67 per cent increase in the 
average price of natural gas exported 
to the United States, effective Jan. I. 
Energy Minister Donald Macdonald 
said on Friday that the price paid by 
American utility companies would rise 
to $1 per 1,000 cubic feet, up from the 
present average price of 60 cents. 
He said the increases would be 
spread over a period to give U.S. 
importers time to adjust their supply 
arrangements. 
Last year Canada exported just over 
1,000 billion cubic feet of natural gas — 
40 per cent of its production — to the 
United States, with most of it going to 
Western and Midwestern states. 
Canadian natural gas accounts for 
about 5 per cent of all fuel consumed in 
the United States. 
He said the reason for the hikes was 
to put Canadian gas in a more 
equitable relationship with other 
energy sources in the United States, to 
encourage petroleum companies to 
find more gas reserves and to dis­ 
courage “wasteful uses” of natural 
gas.

Organization of American States 
foreign ministers’ meeting has been 
called for Nov. 8 in Quito, Ecuador, to 
determine whether the Cuba embargo 
should be ended. 
The OAS permanent council voted 21 
to 0 on Friday night to convene the 
meeting. 
In supporting the resolution offered 
by 
Colombia. 
Costa 
Rica 
and 
Venezuela, American ambassador 
William Mailliard said United States 
willingness to “re-examine the matter 
does not imply a judgment on the 
substance of the issue.” 
A two-thirds majority of the 21 
nations will be required to overturn the 
ten-year-old OAS ban on diplomatic 
and trade relations with Cuba. 
The embargo was imposed after the 
OAS found Cuba guilty of intervention 
in Venezuela. The delegations of Chile, 
Uruguay and Paraguay said Cuba has 
not abandoned its interventionist 
policies and pledged to provide 
documentary evidence to back up their 
charge. 
Bolivian delegate Jose Juan Loria 
said any evidence of continuing in­ 
tervention would be sufficient cause 
for his government to vote to prolong 
the embargo. 
But diplomats said there are now 
about 14 or 15 countries in the anti- 
embargo bloc, enough to bring about a 
new era in Cuba’s relations with its 
hemispheric neighbors. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Future 
builders may use bricks manufactured 
from concrete, masonry and glass 
rubble from demolished buildings on 
construction sites, a Battelle Memorial 
Institute researcher says. 


According to Samar Chatterjee, 
head of a Battelle research team, 
aoout 60 per cent of the waste from 
demolition and construction sites is 
concrete or masonry. 


Researchers 
are 
probing 
the 
feasibility of pulverizing the concrete 
waste along with glass to turn it into 
bricks to be used on the same project, 
he said. 
Chatterjee said the process already 
is being marketed under the brand 
name of Tek Bricks, “but is not in full 
operation in this country.” 
“We found this a very satisfactory 
potential alternative. There are 
others, but they are not as well 
documented,” he said. 


Chatterjee said the team also is 
investigating methods of utilizing 
glass mixed with asphalt for paving. 
“We have not given too much at­ 
tention to plastic, because now it 
represents only about 2 per cent of the 
waste,” he said. It is expected to in­ 
crease in the next decade to only 3 to 5 
per cent,” he added and will probably 
go into landfill operations. 
The study is being funded by the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, which 
expects to spend $2.3 billion on con­ 
struction and demolition projects over 
the next three years, Chatterjee said. 
“What we will do is to provide the 
Army with information to use as a 
guideline to select the most desirable 
waste-management alternative for a 
given situation, CTiatterjee explained. 
The research team already has some 
pilot projects in operations, but “once 
we have identififed more alternatives, 
we plan to set a pilot program on Army 
posts,” he said.

Birthday 
In Ohio Pen Hospital Facility 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— John 
Weber says he is too old for freedom, 
so the nation’s oldest convict will 
celebrate his 99th birthday Tuesday 
from the hospital facility in the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 
A 48-year inmate, Weber, or “Dad,” 
is weak and nearly blind, but still 
chipper as he nears the end of his first 
century. 
“The years haven’t been all that 
bad,” says the native of Hungary. 
“There was a time when I wanted to be 
free again, but no more. I am too old 
and too tired. And there’s no place to 
go” 
Weber was sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment in 1926 for the shooting 
death of his 18-month-old daughter. 
According to testimony, Weber 


apparently shot the child accidentally 
during an argument with his wife. 
His bids for commutation and parole 
were turned down until 1972 when Gov. 
John J. Gilligan commuted his con­ 
viction to second degree murder, 
making him eligible for release. 
But by then, it was too late. At 97, 
Weber was in failing health and had no 
place to go.

G irl In College 
To Learn Farm ing 


WILMINGTON, Ohio (AP) - 
Miriam Tuttle came to Wilmington 
College from New York to learn how to 
pick com, clean a hog bam and deliver 
farm animals. 
The 20-year-old coed is one of about 
20 women enrolled in Wilmington’s 
agriculture program this fall, one of 
two programs in the state. 
The Rochester, N.Y. native said she 
has dreamed of farming since she was 
a child. Her background of growing up 
in a city gave her no idea of what rural 
life could be like, she said, until she 
came to Wilmington two years ago. 
“I found that agriculture was not out 
of my range and the practical aspect of 
the field was available here,” Miss 
Tuttle said. 
Dr. Gerald L. Karr, associate 
professor of agriculture at Wil­ 
mington, said the class represents a 
growing number of women becoming 
involved in agriculture studies. 
And, he added, most of the women in 
the program are showing an interest in 
the productive agriculture line, not in 
the agribusiness field as might be 
expected. 
Karr said the field has been 
dominated by men, but 25 per cent of 


this fall’s new students are women. 
“There has been an increase in 
women and a diversity in the degree of 
students who have enrolled in the 
program,” he said. “They are mixed 
between the traditional suitcase farm­ 
er’s son to the young black students 
from New York City.” 
Miss Tuttle said she is preparing for

Little support was shown by the 
delegates, however, to reelect Diggs, 
whose allegiance to the group ap­ 
parently has been waning since a 
March meeting in little Rock, Ark.

Beef Import Ban 
Remains In Effect 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Agriculture Department said today the 
European Common market is not 
likely to end its beef import ban before 
next spring at least, a situation that 
could cause trouble indirectly for U.S. 
cattle producers. 
A brief article in this week’s issue of 
Foreign Agriculture published by 
USDA said the European beef import 
embargo, imposed July 16, was sched­ 
uled to end next month. But “ current 
indications point to an extension” until 
next spring, it said. 
Department officials have been 
working to 
encourage 
Common 
Market countries to reopen their doors 
to foreign beef. 
The aim is to draw off supplies from 
Australia and other big exporting 
nations that otherwise might wind up 
rn the U.S. market and thus contribute 
to a further weakening of livestock 
prices. 
Although imports of beef into the 
United States are down sharply from 
last year because of lower prices and 
good grazing conditions in Australia, 
there are fears of massive dumping 
when and if prices improve in 1975 and 
beyond. 
Thus, if the European market can be 
reopened, officials say there would be 
less potential intrusion of Australian 
beef into the U.S. system. 
Another 
article 
in the 
same 
publication described in detail how 
serious the European beef surplus 
situation — which led to the import 
embargo — has developed. 
“ Rather than a swiftly passing 
phenomenon, the oversupply could 
remain in to 1975 and 1976,” the report 


said. 
The European beef surplus problem 
is part of a worldwide situation that 
has brought depressed prices for 
livestock producers in the United 
States and in most other large beef 
producing areas. 
During 1972 and early in 1973, when 
there were tight beef supplies and 
rising prices, the Common Market 
removed virtually all import barriers 
for beef and veal. 
That contributed to a shift of some 
Australian and other beef from the 
U.S. market to Europe where buyers 
were literally outbidding nearly 
everyone else. 
But as more animals began to glut 
markets and force down prices last 
year — along with price controls and 
liacklogs of animals in the United 
States — the Europeans began to reim­ 
pose levies and other import curbs.

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Burn Dead From Hurricane 


SAN PEDRO SULA, Honduras (AP) 
— Rescue workers are burning the 
dead

northeast Honduras to prevent out­ 
breaks of disease adding to the toll of 
one of the worst catastrophes in 
Central American history. 
As refugees began straggling back to 
their devastated towns and villages 
and relief supplies started to arrive 
from abroad, officials said at least 
5,000 bodies had been found. They esti­ 
mated this toll would double when all 
reports were in. 
They said the storm, which hit the 


region with winds of 110 to 130 miles an 
hour and torrential rains on Thursday 
night, drove 150,000 persons from their 
homes, wiped out most of the banana 
crop and virtually destroyed the cities 
of Choloma, Omoa and Trujillo. 
Floodw ater turned the rich Ulua 
River valley from San Pedro Sula to 
the coast into a lake 20 miles wide at 
some points. Thousands of persons 
were reported still stranded on roof­ 
tops or in trees, but a shortage of 
helicopters and fuel delayed their 
rescue. 
Col. Ruben Villanueva of the 
Winner In Britain 
Likely To Be Loser 


LONDON (AP) — The prediction 
making the rounds here is that 
whoever wins next month’s election 
will fail to solve Britain’s problems. 
The Laborites and Conservative 
have tried for a decade without suc­ 
cess to arrest Britain’s long postwar 
economic decline. Once again the 
same men are offering much the same 
policies. 
The Liberals and other small parties 
suggest new ideas, but they come from 
men with no governing experience. 
Various coalition governm ents 
remain possible if, as in February, the 
British public denies a majority in 
Parliament to any one party. But 
peacetime coalition governments in 
Britain have a poor record. 
In short, wherever the British voter 
turns — to major parties, to minor 
ones or to coalitions — the prospects 
appear 
less 
than 
encouraging. 
Politicians in all parties agree that in 
the 
Oct. 
IO election 
the 
British 
democratic system could be on trial. 
Part of the problem is beyond 
Britain. 
All parties cite Britain's annual 


inflation rate of 16.9 per cent as the top 
issue in the campaign. Yet inflation is 
a worldwide problem and other 
countries have had little more success 
than Britain in slowing down soaring 
living costs. 
As an island which imports half its 
food, Britain must trade profitably 
with the outside world to live. Yet the 
annual trade deficit is now running to 
some $10 billion, which can only force 
living standards down. 
At least a third of that loss is due to 
the quadrupling of Arab oil prices. 
Britain must import 80 per cent of its 
fuel until North Sea oil starts flowing in 
the 1980s. 
Not all problems, of course, are 
beyond Britain’s control. But some 
have been left beyond the politicians in 
the past decade. 
Neither Labor nor the Conservatives 
were able to intervene to control the 
strikes of 
British 
unions or the 
decisions of British managements 
which lost markets and led to the col­ 
lapse of household names like Rolls- 
Royce. 
Now inflation is the biggest problem.

Benjamin 
Rain Soaks 
Waterlogged 
Texas Region

The rainy weather pattern that has 
saturated much of west Texas and 
southern New Mexico this past week 
continued to soak the already water­ 
logged region today. 


Since last Tuesday, Hope, N.M., had 
nearly seven inches of rain and flash 
flood watches continued in effect in 
portions of southwest Texas as well. 


Overflows from the rains caused 
flooding of the lower Texas valley to 
southest of El Paso and residents were 
being evacuated. Other reports said 
water ranged from knee deep to chest 
high in the Cedar Grove area of the 
state. 


There were also reports of the Rio 
Grande River flooding in the vicinity 
south of El Paso. 


E arly today more rains were 
scattered 
along 
the 
southern 
California region and another shower 
system was reported along Florida 
and the Atlantic Coast. 


Elsewhere across the nation frost 
warnings were in effect from northern 
Missouri and eastern Iowa to the in­ 
terior of eastern New York. 
Temperatures ranged early Monday 
from 27 degrees at Marquette, Mich., 
to 84 degrees at Needles, Calif.

The d eserters will be hustled 
through about four days of processing. 
Records will be checked to make sure 
they’re eligible for the program. Then 
they

am inations and legal counseling. 
Financial records also will be checked 
to determine whether they are due 
back pay. 
Before leaving here, participants 
must sign a loyalty oath and will be 
issued undesirable discharges. After 
two years of alternative service, the 
discharges may be changed to cle­ 
mency discharges. 
After military processing, the Joint 
Alternative Service Board at Ft. 
Harrison probably will have decided 
how much alternative service must be 
completed for the deserter to earn a 
“clemency discharge.” Officials said 
the alternative service is not required 
and the individual may elect to take 
the undesirable discharge and leave. 
Some deserters may be allowed to 
return to active duty, but must enter at 
the lowest rank and agree to serve for 
two years. To be eligible, one must 
have served in Southeast Asia and 
have received a decoration. 


National Em ergency Relief Com­ 
mittee said damage from the storm 
was estimated at $1.8 billion in the San 
Pedro Sula region alone.

Two offshore islands — Utila and 
Jose Santos Guardiola — still had not 
been heard from, Villanueva said. He 
said a third, Roatan, with a population 
of 5,000, was 80 per cent destroyed. 
Congress Set 
To Approve 
Defense Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
expected to approve a record $82.6- 
billion defense bill this week, act on 
foreign aid and take up a health 
m anpow er 
bill 
th at 
Senate 
Republicans claim ’’establishes a 
domestic draft.” 
The defense bill, up for House action 
today, 
is the 
biggest single ap­ 
propriation bill ever put before 
Congress, even after a $4.4-billion cut 
from administration requests. 
When 
House-Senate 
conferees 
agreed to the $82.6-billion compromise 
last week, Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., said the cut should mean an 
actual $2.6-billion spending cut, and 
“should have an important impact on 
reducing inflation.” 
The cuts include a $900 million slice 
off requested military aid for South 
Vietnam, cut to $700 million from $1.6 
billion. But the Pentagon gets full 
funding for the new Bl advanced 
bom ber and Trident long-range 
missile-firing submarine. 
A controversial $5-billion, five-year 
bill denounced by critics as a domestic 
draft is expected to get a Senate vote 
by mid-week. 
It provides federal aid for programs 
to produce more doctors, nurses and 
other 
professionals, 
including 
scholarships that must be repaid with 
service in doctor-short rural and inter­ 
city areas. 
Republicans on the Senate com­ 
mittee that produced the bill said such 
required service violates private 
enterprise. They vowed to try on the 
Senate floor to cut out the requirement 
and reduce the $5 billion. 
Later in the week, the Senate is to 
act on a $2.5-billion foreign aid 
authorization that would phase out 
U.S. aid to Korea and provide Middle 
East aid stemming from the cease-fire 
there.

Glazer hinted that his office has 
approved plans for the small treat­ 
ment plant that is designed to handle 
20 taps from Perrin Road homes. 
If approved, it would be the sixth 
treatment plant owned by the county. 
The proposed facility would be 
initially financed by the county, but 
tap-in fees charged Perrin 
Road 
residents would pay for construction 
and maintenance. 
It would have a capacity to treat 400 
gallons of waste a day per tap.

One of the classic examples of the 
Congress’ myopic vision in dealing 
with inflation is the pending vote on the 
Asian Development Bank Fund. 
Essentially, this proposal increases 
the U.S. share purchases by some $362 
m illion 
over 
three 
years 
and 
authorizes another $50 million in funds 
for the ADB’s soft-loan window. The 
money involved in all of this would go 
towards credit for various projects in 
the underdeveloped countries of Asia. 


Proponents of the funding increase 
argue in favor of the bill on several 
accounts. They say there are not 
defaulted 
loans, 
so the 
bank 
is 
operating efficiently. They say that the 
United States will reap billions of 
dollars in greater trade with many of 
the countries having valuable natural 
resources. Furthermore, they argue 
that because of inflation, the American 
voting position and share holdings 
have dropped from 16 per cent to seven 
per cent. The projects approved for 
loans, also, appear to be for the public 
good, ranging from 
industry and 
transportation needs to agricultural 
projects and power plants. 
Now, for a foreign aid project of 
sorts, which this must be considered, 
this might not appear to be such a bad 
investment, but I am strongly opposed 
to it as I have been for other projects of 
this type for one very convincing and 
overriding factor: the American 
taxpayer. 


Our country is in such an economic 
state, we simply cannot afford giving 
out a million dollars here or a billion 
dollars there. Our national debt is over 
$505 billion and the payment on in­ 
terest alone on this debt is an 
astonishing $50,000 a minute. Inflation 
is a 12 per cent and growing and a 
large part of the reason we have such a 
horrendous cost of living is we borrow 
huge amounts of money just to give it 
away to other countries. 


I don’t think there is a borrower in 
this country who could tell you what a 
“soft” loan is, let along obtain one. 
Yet, while interest rates in the U.S. 
exceed IO per cent, the ADB wants to 
use our money for easy loans to 
member countries at an incredible 
three per cent. The hard ones, mind 
you, go for a mere IV* per cent. It 
would be the height of absurdity to 
spend money on credit in other 
countries when our own taxpayers 
can’t get it just to put a roof over their 
heads. 


As for the projects funded by the 
bank, there is more than enough need 
right here in the United States for 
many of the very same things. A few 
short weeks ago, Congress cut its 
original mass transit authorization in 
half on the basis it would be highly 
inflationary, but now it wants to spend 
millions for transportation, industry 
and energy loans on the other side of 
the globe. We are heading into another 
hard winter energy-wise and could 
certainly use every excess nickel and 
dime to alleviate the problem. We 
don’t have enough power plants of our 
own and we’ve all had enough of in­ 
creasing energy costs, but we can’t 


seem to give enough to other countries 
which will eventually be used to 
alleviate similar problems in those 
lands. It is senseless. 
Furtherm ore, I take p articular 
exception to the fact that this is an 
increase in our spending commitment 
to the Asian Development Bank, a 
boost which approaches nearly half a 
billion dollars over three years. And, I 
fear it will be one of many for this 
program since the projects involved 
invariably will require additional 
funds in the future to keep them going. 
It is unfair and economically unwise to 
cut our domestic spending programs 
as we have because of inflation and 
then turn around and increase out 
allocations for foreign aid and related 
programs. 
Consequently, I will vote against the 
Asian Development Bank Fund. In 
fact, the only “ ADB” Congress should 
ever consider supporting would be an 
American development bank fund. I 
refuse, and will continue to refuse, to 
invest American money in an overseas 
stock with such obviously risky 
dividends — more inflation here at 
home.
